regard Christ as a prophet. A Mo- 
hammedan will always wear a beard. 
A Hindoo is seldom seen with a 
beard. Hindooism is the religion of 
the bulk of the peoplo. 

The Hindoos are divided up inl 
innumerable castes. They believe men 
are distinct as to Iheir origin. The 
Brahman cime from the head of God. 
the K-hatri trom tho arms of God, 
the Valshva irom tlio (high of God, 
tho Sudra from the feet of God, 
and ho ia the si ive of the higher 
castes. A man of the higher 
will have no direct contact 
the lower ca-tss. This cast 
tern is a great barrier in the way of 
gospel. For a man of the higher 
castes to become a christian means 
that he must be equal with the chris- 
tlans of the lower castes. The grace ui 
God can alone remove the prejudices 
of a lifetime. Hindoos believe thai 
God may be worshipped in the cow, 
the monkey, tho elephant, the rock, 
the tree, the slone, the sun, etc. Hin- 
dooism teaches that lile is sacred in 
animals. The Brahmau who kllh 
animal without reason will die 
violent deaths in future incarnations 
to the number of hairs in the body of 
nals he killed. Hindooism 
teaches that there have been many 
incai nations of tbe Deitv, but the 
Hindoos know of no Savior from sin 
and guilt . 

There are 600,000 lepers; 417,000 
die from cholera every year; 16,000 
die from snake bites, and 3,600,000 
die from malarial fever. The average 
of life is twenty-six years. June 
aud Julv the months for cholera epi- 
demics. September and October is 
the time when fever prevails. The 
people of India are very poor. Fifty 
dllion havo only one meal a day. 
They live mostly on rice. Some of 
the very poor people eat the carcasses 
of oxen and buffaloes. A day laborer 
from five to ten cents. The 
average population per square nr.lle i> 
184; in United Btites ol America ii 
M. Moozumdcr writes: Ai 
Christ's religion consecrates suffering, 
crowns sorrow, raises the fallen, heah 
the afflicted, it has a supreme message 
for the afflicted Hindoo." 

The Danes began mission work 
1705. Carey was not allowed to wo 

British India. His work was done 
uuder the Danish flig. There are now 
3 societies at work, with 857 or- 
itiied missionaries, 797 ordaiued ni 
ve ministers, 3,491 uaiive uoordaiu- 
d preachers, aud 711 lady mission- 
aries. There are 81 theological and 
iraiuing schools. There are 97 medi 
cal missionaries, and 168 native phy- 
sicians with 166 hospitals or dispen 
saries. In one field, in one day, 2,222 
were baptized ; in the same field, In 
forty-five days, there were 9,000 bap 
tisms upon confession of faith. Wheu 
Carey entered India of a night he 
would see the glare of a fire in tbe 
distance. Tbe breezes would bring 
him the odor of burning flush aud 
hair and bones . Ten thousand wid- 
ows were burned every month with 
their husbands. Now the unusual 
suttee altars are seen by the mission- 
ary, and the old men tell of the last 
suttee they witnessed as children. 
When Carey entered India, schools 
for children were unknown. The Bi- 
ble was not translated. Now the Bi- 
ble is translated in every written lan- 
guage in India. Iu Bombay there is a 
Urge native church paying its own 
pastor, churches are being organized 
all over the country, and the day oi 
redemption draws nigh. 

Our own work was begun in In- 
dia was begun in 1882. The F. C. M. 
S. has four stations and several out- 
stations. The missionaries do preach- 
ing, pastoral work, teachlug, zenana 
work; orphanages are opened, medi- 
cine is distributed with the preach- 
ing of the Word, and books are sold . 

The claims of so large an empire as 
India should surely not only be ad- 
mitted, but realized. Should not the 
interests of one-filth of ourracostir up 
our deepest sympathies and the ardu- 
ous tffort of our blood-bought pow- 
ers? Does not the low wail of the 
hi lpless, hopeless m>sory, arising from 
•m -hall of the heatlieu world pierce 
our sluggish ear U> a continued, and 
uucouquerod effort for India's salva 
don? Thousands have been saved 
from darkuess to light.

Towering high above the othe 
"skv scrapers" in New York City, i- 
thePaik Row Building, which lifts 
its twin towers 390 feet into mid air, 
and unfurls its two flags over the city 
at a height of 417 foet above the side- 
walk. 

This tno-ister structure, of twenty- 
nine stories, contains 950 offkes, has 
2 095 windows, and co»t $2,400,000. It 
weighs 20,000 tons, and has a founda- 
tion the depth of which is 54 feet. 
The estimated number of occupants is 
4,000. 

The Park Row building is consid- 
erably the tallest commercial building 
in the world ; and it may aurpiise 
many of our readers to know that it 
ds upen a foundation of sand.

"There lives iu Washington counn , 
we are informed, six or seven milt* 
south of Springfield, one of the mot 
eccentric hutnau beings, we feel war 
rauled in saying, in Keutuckv. 
Shortly before Abraham Lincoln ws" 
inaugurated President of the United 
States, on the 4th of March, 1861 
Basil Havdou was to have married 
a young lady In the the neighborhood 
in which he now lives, but before 
the day set for the marriage arrived 
eloped with another man and has 
never been heard from by any of her 
relatives. 

"This weighed on the mind of her 
former lover, and the day tbe Presi- 
dent took his seat in tbe White Hoase 
e went to bis room in the second 
story of tbe building and declared he 
would never step on earth again as 
long as he should live. His father and 
mother were both dead and he had 
1 living in tbe house alone for 
several months, doing bis own cook- 
ing. His bitter disappointment he 
gave aa a reason for bis seclusion. 

People at first thought him to be 
crazy, but after a sufficient length of 
lime, discovered their mistake. Since 
he first secluded himself, nearly thir- 
■eight years ago, so far as kuown,hc 
s never broken his word. He is 
the owner of a good farm aud em- 
ploys a man to attuud to his business, 
but his employe has at no lime been 
further thai; the. door of his room, 
neither has auyone else. He orders 
his ciothes and other necessary arti- 
cles through his assistant, who deliv- 
ers (hem at tbe door. He is now 
ibout sixty years of age.

This ii 
more than three times the height of 
the highest mountain iu tbe world — 
Mt. Everest in the Himalayas. If 
the same number of st«mps were piled 
up in the form of ordinary sheets of 
100 each, it follows that the stack 
would be over a one-fifth of a mile 
high. 

It appears from figures furnished 
by the Post Office Department that 
the average person Jin Massachusetts, 
including men, women and children, 
spend 12.30 on postage per anuum 
Now York comes second with an ex- 
penditure of $2.27. The District of 
Columbia third with |2.16. Colorado 
is fourth with $1.96, aud, Connecticut 
is fifth with $1.80. 

The States ranking lowest in this 
regard are South Carolina with twen- 
tv-tlve cents per capita; Mississippi 
with thirty- four cents; Alsbama with 
thirty- five cents; Arkansas with 
thirty-seven ceuts, and North Caroli- 
na with foity-one cents.

It is doubtful if the 
sunct and ability of women are so 
greatly developed anywhere els© as 
in France. Certainly not elsewhere 
in Europe. They really keep the 
smaller hotels and shops, take prod- 
uce to market, and are often the bet- 
ter half of a partnership. Probably 
th<e murderous ware that have so 
largely drafted the male population 
from home are somewhat responsible 
for this. But the vivacity, quick wit 
and perception of the women ren- 
dered them apt pupils at first and able 
teachers afterward. Another reason 
for this business activity is the fact 
that the French bride almost alwaya 
brings more or less capital as her 
marriage dower. It is often her own 
patient earning or saving. She can- 
not well be denied an active inter- 
est in the partnership.

POWER OF PUBLIC OPINION. 

Dr. Hoses Fears This Moral Infln 
ence Is Lax. 

Recently in Louisville, at the Tem- 
ple Adas Israel, Or. Moses spoke on 
two passages laker, from the Psalms— 
"Who shall ascend into the hill ol the 
Lord, or who shall stand in His hoh 
place? He that bath clean hands 
and a pure heart." 

He said : "Clean hands aud a pure 
heart sum up the whole of moral con- 
duot. Conduct naturally falls into 
two halves. Outward conduct is ac- 
tion visible, the palpable manifesta- 
tion of an individual among his fel- 
lows. It may be important In lt« 
consequences or or very little signifi- 
cance to society. 

"Inward conduct is fceling.tbougbt, 
moral ideas. If harmony between the 
idea and the action is habitual, then 
we have a noble character, and the 
state of holiness described in the 
Scripture. A man may have his out- 
ward conduct correct ana lark the in- 
ward. A man may have noble feel- 
ing yet lack the energy to realize 
these feelings. Such a inau is smitten 
wilh moral paialysis; the wings ot 
his heart and mind have from disease 
become unfit tor flight. 

"Outward conduct is more easily 
attained; for the inward society de- 
crees a moral law. Society is the crr- 
lion of moral ideas . When these at- 
ributes of God, merry, justice, peace, 
goodness were sent Into (lii« world as 
ipiriinal essence, they incarnated 
hcinselves into law, into the Inttiiu- 
ion of society. Outward morality i. 
due to i he pressure of the law. 

"Morality has two Bests of author-

ALUMINIUM FOR INDIA. 

The New Metal Introduced Into Madrid 
for Various Utensils. 

Aluminium, which is now used iu 
Great Britain for tuch a variety of 
purposes, has recently been intro- 
duced into Madra?, and cooking pots 
and other utensils which used to be 
made of copper and brass are now be- 
ing manufactured of the white metal. 
Prof. Chattcrton, of the Madrns uni- 
versity, has been the mainspring of 
this new departure, for he caused ex- 
periments to be made at the metal- 
working classes of the School of Arts 
at Madras, and in this way interested 
the natives in the matter. As a result 
a small factory was established, aud 
this met with such signal success that 
in five months the output of manufac- 
tured aluminium amounted to a ton 
a month. This, be it remembered, 
would be equal, bulk for bulk, to four 
times ns much copper. It is consid- 
ered curious that the intense con- 
servatism of the Indians should have 
allowed such an innovation to suc- 
ceed; but on one point they are ob- 
durate. The old shapes and fashions 
of vessels must be rigidly adhered to 
In making them of the new materinl, 
and as these fhape« vary in different 
districts the point is one of some im- 
portance.— Chambers' Journal.

We 
may think of the new day traveling 
westward with the miduight. When 
vessels cross the 180th meridian they 
either drop a day or add one to their 
calender. As the new date begins on 
that line, a vessel sailing eastward 
across the line goes out of the area
